no souml-minded man would expect 
that either one of these good types 
would make- anything but complete 
failure. Even in the same locality 
each variety should be planted in the 
most adapted soil. Youo cannot grow 
pineapples or oranges in Canada, but 
they are grown elsewhere. 

No early variety should be planted 
in a dry district or on light soil. 
Kitchener or Red Fife should be 
used. As it takes those types longer 
and moisture at any time to form 
and moistture at any time to form 
the seed. And then when it comes 
to a point where moisture is lacking 
hte plant will rush the period of pro¬ 
ducing kernels. That is why Mar- 
quisj Red Bobs and Ruby, planted 
in a light or dry soil or in> a dr • year 
will not yield as much as Kitchener 
or Red Fife on the same soil.

The outstanding yields for any 
variety should be taken for a period 
of five years, as any one year may be 
very favorable to any one of those 
varieties and detrimental to others 
Each of these varieties have their 
merits, and produce good yields of 

^rown in localities where iaoil and 
climatic conditions are well adapted 
to them. Either one will be a fail¬ 
ure if grown differently. ^

Official returns for the crop year 
are not yet available from the pro¬ 
vincial department of agriculture 
since threshing reports cannot be fin¬ 
ally assembled until late in January 
but the estimate of the crop statis¬ 
tician is accurate enough to give a fair 
idea of what the province actually 
produced in the year now closing. 

This estimate from the provincial 
department iof agriculture places the

Whatever the cause of the depress¬ 
ion which has hit the agricultural in¬ 
dustry 'Of the. province, and of the 
continent for the matter of that, it is 
not the fault of nature in Alberta 
during the year of ups and downs 
just terminated. 

While men made conditions and 
men themselves have been undergo¬ 
ing upheavals and turmoil as a result 
of war and readjustment friend na¬ 
ture started out last summer to make 
amends for previous misdeeds and so 
far as Alberta is concerned came 
down the course in a blaze of glory at 
harvest time.

year. 

In addition to the revenue from the 
fields and kindred production there 
are approximately 741,851 horses in 
the province with a valuation of $66,- 
766,590.00 over 305,607 milk cows val¬ 
ued at $24,448,500.00; other cattle val¬ 
ued at $52,516,700.00 to the number 
of 1,050,334; sheep and laimbs number¬ 
ing 383,424 with a valuation of $3,- 
824,240.00; swine with a valuation of 
$5,731,120.00 for approximately 286,- 
556 head and no less than 2,399,855 
poultry With a valuation of $2,879,- 
826.00. The total valuation of the 
live stock on the farms of Alberta is 
therefore about$156,177,036.00 at the 
present value. 

Therefore an admittedly conserva 
(ive estimate of the value of the farm 
production and of live stock on the 
afrms reaches the magnificient grand 
total of $430,363,233.08 for the year 
now slipping into the past. 

Alberta hardly went “broke” at 
farming In 1920.

wheat crop of 87,601,385 bushels at a 
base Of $1.34 a bushel reaches $116,- 
074,483 acres of an average yield of 
21.50 bushels per acre.

farmer, lit shows the results of a co¬ 
operative experiment covering two 
groups of farms; one group of 113 
farms and another group of 350. The 
object of the work was to obtain rea¬ 
sonably accurate information as to the 
cost of producing wheat and some 
conclusions were drawn, Which, while 
not final, are most instructive. One 
' item which seems to have been un¬ 
derestimated w’as che charge for the 
use of land. This was put at $3.10 
' per acre, disregarding entirely the loss 
j of fertility resulting from production 
of the crop. Other items of cost con- 
| sidered were seed, man labor, horse 
' labor, machinery, twine, fertilizer, 

| crop insurance, threshing and man. 

1 agement. 

The record covers the year 1919, 
which it is conceded was an unfavor¬ 
able year for crop production. The 
cost per bushel would therefore be' 
high but the relative figures would 
be about average. 

The first conclusion.is that the yield 
per acre is the largest factor influenc¬ 
ing the cost of production. On 113 
from $1.85 to $6.82 per bushel, de¬ 
pending upon the yield per acre, 
which varied from 1 to 17.5 bushels 
per acre. Fifty per cent, of the 
wheat produced on this group of 
farms was raised on an average cost 
of $2.00 per bushel, while the other 
fifty per cent, qost over $3.00 per 
bushel. 

Of the 350 farm group the average 
cost was $19.88 per acre and $2.75 
$8.. 53 to $35.47 per acre, and from 
$1.21 to 14.38 per bushel. The aver¬ 
age yield per acre was 7.2 bushels

Penalties For NOT Reporting Cases Of Notifiable Diseases 

Section 16 of The Public Health Act of the Province of Alberta:-— WHENEVER A HOUSE¬ 
HOLDER ASCERTAINS OR HAS REASON TO SUSPECT THAT A PERSON WITHIN HIS 
FAMILY OR HOUSEHOLD IS INFECTED WITH ANY OF THE FOLLOWING NOTIFI¬ 
ABLE DISEASES, namely; Smallpox, Chickenpox, Diptheria, Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fever, 
Measles- German Measles, Whooping Cough, Mumps, Puerperal Fever, etc., etc.,' HE SHALL 

WITHIN TWELVE HOURS GIVE NOTICE IN WRITING TO THE EXECUTIVE OFFICER 
OF HEALTH, MUNICIPAL OFFICE, CHAUVIN, or to the Councillor for the ward in which he 
liesides (who is the local member of the Local Board of Health of the Municipal District). 

Section 251:— ANY PERSON VIOLATING ANY OF THE PROVISIONS OF THIS ACT 
SHALL, ON SUMMARY- CONVICTION BEFORE A JUSTICE OF THE PEACE, BE LIABLE 

TO A PENALTY OF NOT MORE THAN $50.00 AND COSTS-THIS APPLIES TO ALL 

PERSONS WHO ARE AWARE OF THE EXISTENCE OF ANY NOTIFIABLE DISEASE 

PERSONS ATTENDING TO EMERGENCY BUSINESS FOR ANY HOUSEHOLD 
WHERE SUCH DISEASE IS KNOWN TO BE, WHETHER OFFICIALLY QUARANTINED 
OR NOT, MUST NOT LOITER IN STORES OR MEETING PLACES. WHERE POSSIBLE 
THEY MUST HAVE THE GOODS HANDED TO THEM AT THE DOOR OF THE STORE-— 
THIS REFERS TO ALL PUBLIC PLACES 

Whenever any house has been placed under quarantine, (either by card or verbally) NO 
PERSON THEREIN SHALL LEAVE nor shall the contents therof be removed from any such 
house, nor shall any occupant thereof hold communication that might result in spreading infection 
with any person outside such house; no person shall enter such house- except attendants, until such 
house, inmates and contents have been properly disinfected and released from quarantine. 

Provided further that any inmate of any infected house maj^ do whatever may be necessary 
to procure medical or other aid in any emergency.

If the proposed wheat pool is suc¬ 
cessfully organized it will mean a 
revolution in the grain trade in Can¬ 
ada, and some already in the trade 
are afraid of what the future might 
bring forth, as shown by the fact that 
certain grain interests have adopted 
the policy of the full page advertise¬ 
ments in the daily and weekly press, 
pointing out the benefits.as they see 
‘them, of the present system of selling 
grain through the grain exchanges. 

There are many difficulties yet to 
be overcome before the pool can be 
put into effect and the committee 
still busily engaged in attending to 
the matter, and for this reason it is 
not yet possible to gain any auth¬ 
oritative information as to the pro- 
Whether a proposal for co-mpera- 
can be said quite definitely that the 
farmers of Western. Canada are de¬ 
termined that siooner or later the 
grain they grow will be handled on 
a straight co-operative basis, and 
will get the full returns from the pro¬ 
ducts of their labor. 

We hear a lot about the operations 
of the grain exchanges and the trad¬ 
ing in options, but to a company leg¬ 
itimately in the business, the option 
market is a necessity, just as much 
as fire insurance is to a merchant. 
It Is quite true that the marketing 
of grain through options has come in 
for considerable criticism an some dis¬ 
pute owing to gambling in futures, 
but it can be truthfully be said, so 
has horse racing, boxing and even 
baseball. The gambling element is 
veiv hard to overcome and a com- 
nj<;(ity such as grain readily lends 
Jhjf to the manipulations of the 
Iraribler. There is no doubt that 
Lff&t on the market, especially the 
■■rations of such places as the Win- 
Hg exchange, which is possibly an 
^■landing example of gambling car- 
■ to the extreme. It tins been re-

School Curriculum 
l Will Be Revised 

The preliminary work in connection 
with the revision of the public school 
curriculum in Alberta is now prac¬ 
tically completed, and steps will be 
taken presently to arrange for the. 
actual re-writing of the course of 
study in order to have them ready 
for the fall term of 1921. 

Questionnaires sent out some 
months ago by the department of ed¬ 
ucation to local school boards, teach¬ 
ers associations, Canadian Clubs, 
women's organizations, and boards of 
trade have in most cases been ans¬ 
wered and the trustees’ associations 
will deal with them at their approach- 
ling (meeting's. These questionnaii^s 
asked for an expression of lOipinion 
from the several sources indicated as 
to the present school curriculum, 
whether or not too heavily loaded, 
what should be taken from it or, add¬ 
ed to it, and in a general way how it 
might be improved and made more 
practical. 

The mass of material secured in 
answer to the department’s question 
will he examined shortly and for that 
purjiose a general committee may be 
appointed with instructions to bring 
in a report to the ministed. Some 
very good and pertinent suggestions 
have been received, it is stated by 
officials of the department, and when 
they have been tabulated and digest¬ 
ed it is expected that a number (of 
ways in which the curriculum can be 
improved will be ready for consider¬ 
ation by the government authorities. 
The educational experts admit that 
the study course in the public schools 
as at present being followed is in 
need of revision, and some beneficial 
results are looked for from the inquir¬ 
ies now being made. What is likely 
to happen, it is said, is that in sev¬ 
eral cases the work will be re-organ¬ 
ized within the course itself, without 
necessarily eliminating any particu¬ 
lar subjects ;of study, but in such a 
way as to emphasize the features of 
the greatest possible value.
